D ear E ditor: 
We have often said, all econ­ 
omic problems are fun dam en tal­ 
ly ethical, i. e., they are based 
upon a philosophy of life, relig­ 
ious 
beliefs.

true, 
our attitu de tow ards Freedom is 
governed by the truthfuln ess or 
fallacy of our religious concep­ 
tions. 
The idea th a t “freedom exists 
un der law ” is an erroneous re­ 
ligious belief regardin g divine de­ 
crees, omniscience, predestination, 
election, and determ ination. 
1 • 
is thought th a t m an ’s freedom 
can be exercised only w ithin the 
lim its of a divine fiat. 
In othei 
words, if m an thin ks 
he 
pos­ 
sesses real freedom, he is simply 
fooling himself, such liberty can 
n ot exist in harm ony w ith the 
foreordained plans, or decrees de­ 
vised by the Almighty. 
Freedom 
is un der law, lim itation s, restric­ 
tions, hence a m an is no better 
than a dog on a leash. 
He does 
n ot possess the powers of self- 
determ in ation , 
freedom 
of will, 
ability to 
choose. 
The 
divine 
fiat restricts man from enjoying 
real freedom, and for this reason 
the church and state attem pt to 
duplicate the divine decrees, viz 
the denial of hum an freedom. 
It 
is again st this travesty of truth 
th a t we need to protest 
The proof which is offered to 
substan tiate this fallacious view­ 
point of Liberty 
comes 
under 
two 
divisions: 
first, 
concetmng 
the divine revelation ; second, re ­ 
gardin g the n ature of divine de­ 
crees. 
The prim ary proposition 
is “Revelation discloses the all 
thin gs are included in the divine 
decrees.”

are 
contradictory, 
fallacious, misleading, the product 
of the misbeliefs of the age in 
which they occurred, and bear 
scan ty evidences of divine author­ 
ship. 
Therefore, 
we have

right to question the validity of 
all supposedly 
"divine 
revela­ 
tion s,” and subject them to rig­ 
orous 
criticism 
and 
reason. 
T ru th does not depend upon a 
revelation, nor need 
reason 
be 
substan tiated by a divine decree. 
The basis of freedom 
is not. a 
revelation but reason; liberty is 
n ot guaran teed by force but by 
wisdom, not by a decree but by 
intelligence.

God is omniscient he must, have 
foreknowledge. 
Divine foreknow ­ 
ledge implies fixity, and 
fixity 
implies decrees. Decreeing creation 
implies decreeing the foreseen re ­ 
sults of creation .

Only 
knowledge of th a t which is de­ 
creed is foreknowledge.”

etern ity, by the m ost just and

S E N S E — twaddle! 
If this is true, 
real freedom is a m yth 
Liberty 
is a farce. Can we wonder at the 
ignorance of the etern al prin ci­ 
ples upon which liberty is based, 
when 
such 
absurd 
theological 
sophistry is being palmed off as 
tru th . 
If it is true, th a t everything 
has been “decreed,” or depend­ 
en t upon a 
“revelation ,” 
then 
m an kin d is simply an autom aton . 
He can be saved or damned ac­ 
cording to an unreasonable divine 
fiat. 
But this 
can n ot

be true. 
Even God does not pos­ 
sess the power to decree an ythin g 
unreasonable.

SHANGHAI, Aug . 20.— (U P )— 
Foreign circles in China fear that 
the wave of arrests of foreigners 
in Japan soon may be extended to 
this country following publication 
by the Japanese army and navy on 
June 12 of a proclamation placing 
all foreigners, including Americans 
under jurisdiction of new military 
laws operative in every section of 
Japanese-occupied 
areas 
despite 
the extra-territorial rights. 
P riso n T hreatened 
The new laws threaten impris­ 
onment, fines and confiscation of 
pro pe rtv to any one, regardless oi 
nationality, who is guilty of any 
action which the Japanese consid­ 
er in any way anti-Japanese. 
The regulations make subject to 
punishment any criticism what­ 
ever of Japan’s policies in China 
on the grounds that the regula-: 
tions are intended * not only to in- 
flict punishment, but the chief aim 1 
1« to guide the minds of the peo­ 
ple." They provide that through-; 
out occupied areas of China every 
one is punishable who "unlaw­ 
fully criticizes the fixed policy of 
Japan in China, gives lectures, 
holds meetings, publishes books or 
periodicals, or makes motion pic­ 
tures which are calculated to dis­ 
turb thoughts of the soldiers and 
minds of the peoples, or who inter­ 
feres with the work of pacification, 
propaganda, peace and order, or, 
engages in activities liable to ob-j 
struct completion of the sacred 
war.” 
Slander To Be Punished 
The regulations also apply “to 
those who unreasonably disobey 
orders or arrangements of author­ 
ities for enforcement of emergency 
precautions or the practice o f; 
those precautions, those who make : 
slanderous attacks on the Japan­ 
ese armed forces, those who insti­ 
gate and stir up the mind of the | 
people, disturb order, upset finance 
and economy or those who carry 
on activities which may lead to 
commission of the above men- ■ 
tioned misconduct.” 
Sweeping Japanese m ilitary con­ 
trol over occupied China’s entire 
economic, financial and industrial 
life also was established by the 
regulations. 
Complete Control 
Although the immediate concern 
of foreigners is the extent to 
which the laws will be enforced 
against foreigners, observers point 
out that the regulations give the 
Japanese army and navy such 
complete control over occupied 
China that it is impossible to see 
where they leave the Nanking 
regime any rights to determine or 
any ffijjjortant domestic or inter­ 
national problems to solve. 
The regulations 
also 
provide 
punishment for ‘‘those who ob­ 
struct efforts to Increase produc­ 
tion," which apparently would de­ 
prive both farm ers and manufac­ 
turers of their individual rights 
and subject them to complete 
arm y and navy direction of their 
activities. 
Reasons Cited For Act 
A statem ent explaining the new 
regulations said “there have been 
numerous instances in which irre­ 
sponsible 
one-sided 
statements 
have been made to cause disturb­ 
ances among the people and upset 
finance, economy, peace and order 
for selfish ends. 
“As such activities are sufficient 
both directly and indirectly to ob­ 
struct completion of the sacred 
war, they can not 
be 
ignored. 
Therefore, the army and navy now
